Angry judge postpones 
trial amid revelations

Explosive evidence alleging that a covert 
Uber unit stole trade secrets and hid internal 
communications emerged in federal court on 
Tuesday in the bitter intellectual-property 
dispute between Waymo and Uber. U.S. Dis- 
trict Judge William Alsup postponed the 
high-profile case’s trial, which had been set 
for next week, saying Waymo needs time to 
review the new evidence. 

Alsup, visibly angry during Tuesday’s 
hearing, accused Uber’s lawyers of with- 
holding evidence. Waymo, the self-driving 
car unit of Alphabet, filed suit in February 
alleging that the San Francisco ride-hailing 
company stole crucial self-driving trade se- 
crets. 

Tuesday’s courtroom fireworks came three 
months after Uber chose a new CEO, Dara 
Khosrowshahi, whose appointment was seen 
as giving it a fresh start after months of con- 
troversy. Instead, Khosrowshahi is confront- 
ing lingering issues from the tenure of his 
predecessor, Uber co-founder Travis Kalan- 
ick, who was ousted in June.

Pelosi, Schumer shun spending session after derisive tweet

WASHINGTON — Democratic congressional 
leaders Nancy Pelosiand Chuck Schumer pulled 
out ofa meeting Tuesday to discuss spending 
levels with President Trump after he tweeted that 
a deal with them was unlikely. 

The action signaled that Pelosi, the House 
minority leader from San Francisco, and Schum- 
er, her counterpart in the Senate from New York, 
are prepared to use their leverage for issues that 
are important to Democratic lawmakers as they 
head into tense budget negotiations with Repub- 
licans to avoid a government shutdown by the 
end of next week. 

Among their top priorities is a path to legaliza- 
tion for “Dreamers,” the roughly 700,000 young 
immigrants who came to the United States as 
children without authorization. The Obama 
administration gave this group temporary pro- 
tected status through its Deferred Action on
